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BOOK REVIEW 

*The Postal Stationery of Canada" 
by Nelson Bond, published by Her- 
man Herst Jr. Shrub Oak, N.Y. 132 
pages, $4.75. Bound in rich, dark red 
simulated leather hard cover and 
printed on high grade glossy paper, 
the book is built for wear and ser- 
vice. Carefully edited it is the result 
of ten years research by the author, 
firstly for purposes of aiding in his 
own collecting of these philatelic 
items and dispel some confusion oc- 
cassioned by some unmentioned point 


or item not covered in prior check 
lists or catalogues. The result has 
provided an accurate chronological 


listing of basic Canadian postal stat- 
ionery. But, as the author states, this 
investigative work is never finished. 
The inquiring philatelist still may 
explore in realms of dies, shades and 
paper varieties, etc. In the meantime 





this reviewer recommends that 
Bond’s book be kept handy beside the 
student's elbow.

Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 


One of my New Year's Resolutions 
was not to let my work interfere with 
my column in the future, as it has in 


the past. Hope I will be able to keep 
this one! 

While the evidence is still before 
me I should like to institute my first 
annual award for the best Christmas 
cards of the season. 

Here goes: Most distinguished de- 
sign: George Marler and Professor 
Gray; special class for stamp editors: 
Gordon Lewis and A. L. McCready; 
special class for old college friends 
whom I voted most likely to succeed: 
Dr. Ronald Graham, Professor of 
Chemistry at McMaster, and Earle 
McLaughlin, Assistant General Man- 
ager of the Royal Bank of Canada; 
best card from south of the border; 
Cyril Hawley, Dick Spung, and Jack 
Levine; best cards from faithful cor- 
respondents: Paul Brown, Norman 
Caudwell and Pres. Hacket; consol- 
ation award to those whom I hear 
from only at Christmas and would 
like to hear from more often (this 
last applies to all above!); W. 4. E. 
Wylie. Joe Bestech, J. A. Wilson and 
R. J. Duncan! 

Latest plate numbers I have seen 
are 4 and 5 of the 2e with controls 
1350 and 1380 respectively. By the 
time this is in print I expect that 
numbers in the low 500's will be ap- 
pearing in line with the P.O.’s. policy 
of not using numbers over 1400. 

Speaking of control numbers re- 
minds me of a letter from Mr. Mer- 
vyn Quarles of Chicago, who writes 
that he is doing a series of articles 
fer the American Philatelist on the 
George VI issues of Canada. This is a 
series I am looking forward to seeing. 

I spoke some time ago of the new 
edition of the Plate Block Catalog, 
which shoud be out soon. While this 
will contain sections on imprints and 
other features which will no doubt 
make it worth its increased price to 
those fortunate few who are blessed 
with such things, I feel I owe it to 
to my readers to warn them that 
those chiefly interested in the post 
1937 issues may be in for a shock. If 
the psychology which was responsible 
for pricing all positions of each OH 
M.S. plate, for example, at the same 
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level is extended to more recent 
issues, it does not take much imagi- 
nation to forsee that the catalog, as 
far as those issues are concerned, will 
be useless. I am writing this in ad- 
vance of publication, and hope I may 
have cause to change my mind when 
I see the catalog, but I am giving this 
warning for what it is worth. I would 
remind my readers that another cat- 
alog is being prepared by a Winnipeg 
dealer, which may well be a much 
better buy for those interested in 
George VI and more recent issues 
only. I hope to have more inform- 
ation on this for next issue. In the 
meantime, a prominent Toronto deal- 
er has available a price list at 25e, 
refundable on a $2.00 order, which 
may well be worth more than at least 
one of the catalogs mentioned above. 

Posteript—Just got back from Ot- 
tawa where I learned that no plate 
blocks of George VI issues of any 
kind are now available at the Agency. 
The two-cent Polar Bear has been 
sold out for some time, which helps 
to confirm me in belief that it was 
the most popular of its series. The 
proposed new postal rates will no 
doubt have an effect on plate block 
scarcity, as all rate changes have in 
the past. Colour changes may be in 
prospect. The three cent stamp prom- 
ises to become a forgotten issue. 
Most interesting of all to me was the 
faet that three of the new Elizabeth 
plates are already sold out at the 
Philatelic Branch—these are Plate 
two of the four cent and Plates three 
and four of the two cent. 





REGINA SOCIETY 


At the annual meeting and election 
of officers of the Regina Philatelic 
Society, Dec. 6, Jack Canham was el- 
ected president, and Geo. Blon, vice- 
president. R. R. Doxee was re-elected 
sec.-treas. On the executive commit- 
tee Dr. J. E. McCutcheon, Nick Lux, 
Adam Hansinger, W. J. Burton and 
W. G. Gray were elected. The sales 
committee consist of Geo. Blon, H. I. 
Nicholl and John Zikman. Chas. F.

An executive meeting already has 
been held and plans made for a din- 
ner and auction to be held early in 
February.

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KNOWLEDGE 


I will terminate my series of articles on the collecting of 
non-B.N.A. material with the comments below. 


QUALITY. Frequently collectors with advanced Canad- 
ian collections decide to collect a foreign group. While they 
only take exceptional quality in buying Canadian they un- 
hesitatingly ply their foreign with ghastly seconds. This is not 
to say they put in thinned or torn items. The 1843 issue of 
Brazil comes with almost 3.5 mm. between each stamp in the 
sheet. Therefore stamps with a margin on all sides of 1 mm. 
are of less than adequate quality in this respect. A copy of 
Belgium with margins of 1 mm. would be a phenonmenal ex- 
ample as there was only 1.1 mm. between stamps. Classic for- 
eign, as with Canada, must have good color, light cancellation 
and fine margins to be of best quality. It isa certainty that 
the most difficult feature to learn ina new classic foreign 
field is APPRECIATION of QUALITY. If you collect Brazil 
DON’T include copies of #1-3 with 0.25 mm. margins, revenue 
cancels of of poor colour—you wouldn't with Canada. 


EXPERTIZATION. One Dealer CANNOT Expertize 
Stamps of the Whole World. It JUST cannot be done as the 
field is too broad. Many informed dealers can give good opin- 
ions on stamps outside their immediate specializations but 
these are in no sense a formal guarantee. For this a comp- 
etent expert committee should be consulted—there is two in 
London and two in New York, as well as several on the Cont- 
inent Otherwise there are many individual dealers who are 
well able to expertise stamps in their own particular fields.

In a recent issue of “Popular 
Stamps” the editor sent out an SOS 
for stories of finds. Now, nobody 
can collect stamps as I have for 
thirty years, more or less, without 
having made some finds himself or 
having known those who did. I have 
done both. 

I was born and brought up in a 
small New England town 60 miles 
west of Boston, in a house which my 
grandfather built for his bride in 
1844. It was a rambling old place, 
with 14 rooms. By the time I was 
old enough to remember anything, it 
was cluttered with the debris of 50 
years of domestic life, plus an equally 
diversified accumulation of heirlooms 
from both sides of the family. The 
garret particularly was a paradise 
for a small boy, filled as it was with 
retired furniture, trunks full of out- 
moded clothes and all the other 
things which the New England con- 
science would not permit to be 
thrown away. 

The town itself was then a much 
busier place than it is now. In addi- 
tion to be the trading centre for a 
rich farming area, it possessed a 
large shoe factory—the “big shop” 
—and several smaller enterprises. 
The big shop was a family concern; 
most of its business, cut off by the 
Civil War, had been in the South, 
where it sold work shoes for slaves. 
After the war, it never recovered, 
though it struggled on for 40 years 
it was sold to a younger and more 
progressive company, which moved 
the business to St. Louis. With the 
coming of the automobile and im- 
. proved roads, the farmers took their 
trade to larger places, and the town 
became what it is now, mostly a sum- 
mer resort center. 

None of this has anything to do 
with stamps, you will say, but it will 
explain why some of my finds were 
made. The first two were quite 
routine. Investigating the contents 
of the book shelves above my grand- 
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father’s desk, I came across a little 
black memorandum book with per- 
haps 25 pages by stamps solidly 
stuck down. It was a collection 


started by my mother as a girl, pro- 
bably about 1865. I kept it as it was 
for many years, but finally soaked 
the stamps off the pages, put those 
I could use in my collection and trad- 
ed off the rest. Among other items, 
there was a good showing of the 
1847, 1851, 1857 and 1861 issues of 
the United States, a fine copy of 
Hawaii No. 5 and another of No. 21 
and one of Ceylon No. 9. These last 
three no doubt came from missionary 
correspondence; hardly a family in 
town was without some missionary 
members. Perhaps the present cata- 
logue value of this little book would 
be $500. 

Not long after this I found two 
drawers in an old chest in the gar- 
ret solidly packed with letters filed 
away in their envelopes where they 
had any; most were folded letters. 
Perhaps half were stampless covers, 
which I promptly threw away, not 
realizing that they had any value and 
not caring anything about them my- 
self. I soaked the stamps off the 
rest, more's the pity, and wound up 
with several hundred, mostly the 
common 3e of 1851, 1857 and 1861, 
but with a few 1847’s and Be and 10c 
of the later issues. Years later most 
of them found their way into the 
stock of a New York dealer. 

My particular pal at that time was 
George Leroy, whose father was a 
lawyer with an office in a nearby 
city, to and from which he commuted 
every day. He was also our town 
lawyer, keeping office hours even- 
ings. George, who was then perhaps 
sixteen, got the job of clearing his 
father's files in both offices and cut 
me in on it. We went through 
thousands of musty documents, for 
Mr. Leroy had taken over his father's 
praetice, and wound up with a bushel 
or so of pieces bearing the first, 
second and third issue revenue 
stamps of the United States. After 
soaking the stamps off, we divided 
them evenly. When finished, we 
each had quite a respectable collec- 
tion, the show pieces being copies of 
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the imperforate $200, first issue. now 
catalogued at $175, in italics. These 
came off a mortgage to secure a loan 
to the “big shop” in the difficult days 
of the Civil War. I sold my collec- 
tion to finance my college course and 
got about $1,200 for it, so it must 
have been a fairly good one. 


After the deaths of my grand- 
parents, the old place was sold, and 
my family removed to Brooklyn; 
father had secured a position on the 
editorial staff of one of the New 
York newspapers. Unsold papers 
were returned postage due by the 
news companies and dealers; the 
amount due on each bundle would 
sometimes reach several dollors. I 
soon made a bargain with some of 
the boys in the mail room to save 
the stamps for me at a flat price of 
25¢ a hundred. Every Saturday 
morning I would take the Fulton 
Street “El” to the Brooklyn Bridge, 
walk across the bridge and to the 
Tribune Building, collect my stamps 
from the mail room, go up to the 
office of Bogert & Durbin, well- 
known dealers then, and trade my 
postage dues for stamps I wanted. 
This continued for three years or so, 
until I went away to college. I must 
have handled thousands of the issues 
of 1894 and 1895, including many of 
the higher denominations, to the 
benefit of my own collection. 

Stamps went onto the shelf from 
1901 to 1908 while I was taking col- 
lege courses, but I went back to col- 
lecting as soon as I graduated. My 
first job was in a southern city, 
where I soon got in touch with the 
loeal eollectors. Like similar groups, 
they were a mixed lot. One, a clerk 
in a book store, had been the lucky 
finder of a lot cf the St. Louis post- 
masters of 1845. on which he had 
made a real killing. When I first 
met him, he still had a few. They 
came from waste paper cleaned out 
of the county courthouse. 

Another had reclaimed two copies 
of the $5 United States proprietary 
of 1874 en green paper from old bar- 
rels which he found in the back room 
of a barber shop in one of the 


suburbs. "The barrels had once con- 
tained bay rum. Look these up in 
vour catalogue; $1,200 each, in 
italics, if my memory serves me 
right. 

Still another was a high school 


teacher who worked during his vaca- 
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tions in the treasurer's office of the 
rallway which had its headquarters 
in town. Here he acquired thousands 
of United States revenue stamps. 
Before my time he had bought the 
old records and correspondence of the 
Deutsches Bank when it was absorb- 
ed by another. Most of this bank's 
customers were German immigrants 
and their descendents, so it was 
natural that there should have been 
many German stamps on its old let- 
ters. Old Mr. Murray used to come 
te our club meetings with his pockets 
stuffed with this material, which he 
would give freely to anyone interest- 
ed. 

For a year or two after I came to 
Canada, I was too busy to bother 
with stamps, but no real collector 
can stay away from them long. Only 
three finds have come my way since, 
and none of them to my personal 
advantage. Some years ago I acted 
for a while as curator of a small 
museum collection of Canadian 
stamps, which had many gaps in it 
when I took over. Among other 
items needed was a copy of the 1858 
perforated 6d. To fill this gap, I 
asked a Tcronto dealer to send me a 
few copies on approval, which he was 
glad to do. While trying to make up 
my mind which to buy, I received a 
telephone call from a friend of the 
museum, saying she had a few 
stamps she wished to give it. I look- 
ed them over; most were trash, but 
there was alse the finest copy of the 
6d we needed I have ever seen. Need- 
less to say, the Toronto dealer did 
not make a sale then, though after- 
ward I bought a good deal of mater- 
ial from him for the museum. 


A year or two later I was awaken- 
ed one Sunday morning by the ring- 
ing of the telephone beside my bed. 
At the other end was a lady who 
identified herself as “Miss Stewart,” 
who also had some stamps she wished 
to give the museum. Would I come 
and see them? I certainly would, so 
I was invited for tea that afternoon. 
At the appointed time I rang the bell 
of her apartment and was ushered in 
by a trim maid. In a moment Miss 
Stewart appeared and introduced 
herself and her sister. They were a 
couple of retired school teachers, 76 
and 78, respectively, and thoroughly 
blue-blooded gentlewomen. 


After showing me the family por- 
traits and other memorabilia, includ- 
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ing a fragement of their great grand- 
father's wooden leg—he had been on 
the “Victory” at  Trafalgar—we 
moved on to the living room. Here 
stood a card table heaped with 
stamps of all kinds. A cursory in- 
spection did not reveal anything of 
great interest, but I thought the lot 
a useful one, so we stuffed it into a 
couple of suit boxes and I took off 
for home. 

I spent most of my spare time for 
the next two months in soaking and 
sorting this lot. More than half of 
it went into the wast basket as value- 
less and a lot of the rest went to the 
Boy Scouts. But there was a core 
of good material—large and small 
cents, Jubilees, several 5e King Ed- 
wards and quite a selection of old 
stationery, as well as 30 or 40 of 
the 1869 issue of the United States in 
various denominations right up to the 
90e, and a fair lot of shilling-value 
British Colonials, however, the prize 
piece was a mint corner copy with 
full margins of the 1c private medi- 
cine stamp of Dr. M. A. Simmons, 
Iuka, Mississippi, on watermarked 
paper, now catalogued at $500, in 
italics. It went to a collector in New 
Jersey for about $700 and the rest 
of the material was sold here and 
there. The museum acquired a nice 
little nest egg from this gift. 

Four or five years ago I was ask- 
ed by the widow of a collector I bare- 
ly knew to help her dispose of her 
late husband’s stamps. Mostly, they 
were a very ordinary lot, but among 
them were four fine used copies of 
Canada’s 1864 10e envelope, now list- 
ed at $125,, I believe. I bought one 
myself and the other three were sold 
at Auction. 

I suppose in the last 40 years I 
have had a hand in appraising and 
sometimes in selling at least 25 col- 
leetions, including some very good 
ones. Often the results have been dis- 
appointing to the owners. For ex- 
ample, I remember one old stuck- 
down collection which contained two 
12d's, good looking copies on the 
page. When removed, one was in two 
pieces, the other in four. Repaired, 
they bought $280 at auction; in good 
eendition, they would probably have 
brought $3000. 

Like every other collector, I live in 
hopes that there may be more finds 
in future, but if there are not, I 
think you will agree that I have al- 


ready had more than my share.—F. 
D. Rodgers. 


LATE T. H. NIXON 

In the death of Thomas Harold 
Nixon, for many years director of 
musie at First United Church, and 
formerly of Knox Presbyterian 
Church, St. Thomas, and particularly 
its music circles, have suffered a dis- 
tinet loss. 

Born 58 years ago in Smiths Falls, 
Ont. where his father, Rev. Thomas 
Nixon was a Presbyterian minister, 
Mr. Nixon studied from the begin- 
ning for a musical career, and his 
first church apointment came from 
First Congregational Church, Lon- 
don, Ont., at the age of 14. Later he 
was organist for four years at Zion 
Church, Brantford, but relinquished 
the position to take a post-graduate 
course. 

He studied music at Toronto, Chi- 
cago and New York. In 1914 he was 
interim organist at St. Peter's Rom- 
an Catholic Cathedral in London, 
Ont., and the following year came to 
St. Thomas. 

While in St. Thomas he taught 
musie for many years, and from 1924 
to 1936 was head of the organ and 
theory departments at Alma College. 

Aside from his musical interests, 
Mr. Nixon was a keen stamp collect- 
or, and was in demand as a judge at 
various philatelie exhibitions. During 
the First World War he served for a 
time with the 91st Battalion. 

He is surveved by his wife, Mrs. 
Lena Nixon, and a daughter Joanne 


at home. 


Editor's Note:—Mr. Nixon was an 
advertiser in P.S. for many years 
His death occurred just prior to 
Christmas after a short illness.

CANADA 
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RAMBLING GOSSIP 
By Mufti 


A continuance of the present state 
of things concerning absolescence of 
so many British Empire and Com- 
monwealth stamps will surely be a 
disturbing factor to a great number 
of those collecting Queen Elizabeth 
issues. During the past six months 
there has been too much repetition 
of the sudden short supply of many 
stamps. This condition cannot be 
very gratifying to those responsible 
for adequate supplies of new issues 
reaching various parts of the Empire 
and Commonwealth. The extreme de- 
mand from the first for Queen Eliza- 
beth stamps should have been suffi- 
cient justification for clearer vision 
as to possible quantities required to 
meet general demand. Our first 
shock was the lack in supply of 
several Coronation stamps which in- 
cluded Southern Rhodesia, So. West 
Africa which later were followed by 
shortages of Dominica and Perlis. 
Now at this time of writing we hear 
that the Jamaica Royal Visit was 
sold out in 24 hours. The Bermuda 
Conference high value is reported 
short of requirements with no guar- 
antee that the public demand will 
be met. In addition to these we now 
hear that the Tonga Royal Visit’ 8d 
may be another dissapointment with 
insufficient quantities on the island 
for overprinting may cause a short- 
age to meet world demand. It must 
be understood of course that any 
local overprinting of stamps is not 
the responsibility of the Crown 
Agents, nevertheless the particular 
countries involved could well have 
chosen a denomination of which suf- 
ficient quantities were on hand to 
supply the demand. The denomina- 
tion is not so much that matters, so 
long as the occasion commemorated 
is met with adequate supplies to 
meet demand. 

Canadian issues appear to hold a 
strong position in the London phila- 
telie press and it is gratifying to 
know our stamps are so popular 
everywhere. Our C4 has been late- 
ly referred to with Gibbons latest 
price of 7/- for mint or used, one 
cannot obtain this stamp at half 
Scott's eatalog. Mr. Sissons quota- 
tion is nearer correct for any catalog 
here for this stamp in “condition” 


and with but only half a million 
issued should have a good future. 
Our C2 is another air mail which 


should advance considerably in a 
year or so. Mr. Sissons latest B.N.A. 
catalog is a most worthy publication 
and considered by many to be the 
bulwark of Canadian philately. By 
the way, Gibbons monthly for De- 
cember list all quantities of Canadian 
stamps issued since the 1897 Jubilee 
issue, a very useful set of listings to 
have on hand for reference. 

The new postage rate due in April 
with air mail service for 5 cents will 
assist in quiek delivery to all air 
mail points east and west. To have 
retained the 3c tax on checks, drafts 
and money orders may have been 
more suitable to the masses. 

On a par with the Lundy Corona- 
tion Puffin stamps, there is coming 
a new local issue of 5 stamps to the 
1/- for Herm Island in the English 
Channel. 

Travelling motor busses for Post 
Office service has been in vogue for 
some time in the U.S.A. but the 
latest in the London press is a notice 
about a floating post office in Kash- 
mir India where a house boat giving 
full Post Office facilities makes a 
regular daily round to all house boats 
distributing incoming, and collecting 
outgoing mail. This service was in- 
treduced for the benefit of Camp 
tourists. 

Mr. Grimmer's article on plate 
block collecting was well supported 
by some intense advertising in the 
December issue of *P.S." featuring 
this interesting side of our hobby. 

The Hollow Tree by Ed Richardson 
is baek with us again and very wel- 
come with as usual some instructive 
and useful subjects. 

Due in the New Year are new 
issues from Tristan da Cunha to 10/- 
and Nauru to the 5/- denominations. 

To all of you a Happy and Pros- 
perous New Year.

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EARLY BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Sometimes, while reading books on 
early travel in Canada, items relating 
to the Postal Service come to light, 
but seem to be few and far between. 
However, while going through “B.C. 
1887” (A Ramble in British Colum- 
bia) I came upon the two related 
hereunder: 

In the 1880's a little stern wheel 
steamer named the “Duchess’ plied 
the Columbia River between Golden 
and Lake Windermere carrying sup- 
plies and also performing the service 
described below by a passenger, 
which service may or may not have 
been of an official capacity. 

"At times we pulled up at a pile of 
cordwood on the bank and spent half 
an hour in refilling our decks with 
the stacks of the fuel necessary for 
our progress, for those wood burning 
furnaces have an alarming rate of 
consumption. At one such place a 
ranchman came down and mentioned 
that he had a letter to send in the 
morning by the returning boat and 
would just stick it out over the river 
on a long pole to be caught as the 
steamer passed; a novelty in postal 
collection.” 


The second item is re Cranbrook | 


mail service, 1887. 

“We were expecting certain letters 
of some importance, and the mail- 
carrier, a good specimen of sturdy 
Canadian, arrived today on horse- 
back; two cther horses loaded with 
mail being driven by him over the 
180 miles which stretch between here 
and Golden. Cranbrook, though still 
a real Queen Victoria's post office, 
only sends and receives letters once 
a fortnight during the summer, and 
once a month in winter. No wonder 
that letters addressed for this

NEWFOUNDLAND’S POSTAGE 
DUE PERFORATIONS 


By M. W. Cryderman 

The postage due stamps of New- 
' foundland were first issued on May 
1, 1939. Previously letters underpaid 
were stamped MORE TO PAY with 
the amount due in manuscript or 
stamped. The stamps were litho- 
graphed by John Dickenson & Co., 
Ltd. in sheets of 100, (10x10), on 
white wove unwatermarked paper, 
without plate numbers. The litho- 
graphic process lends itself to the 
production of flaws and minor plate 
varieties and there are many of them 
here. But it is the pattern of per- 
forations that present the real prob- 
lem. There were many guages and 
three sizes of cutting pins used, and 
to complicate the study of this sub- 
ject, the pins were not uniformly 
aligned in the perforating machines 
with the result that many perfora- 
tions are compounded. 

The original issue  perforations 
are from 10-10.4 by 10-10.4 on the 
Instanta perforation guage. The 
cutting pins were of medium size. 
As there is no point in delving into 
the subject too deeply, a round 
figure, about 10.2x10.2, might be 
adopted as the guage for this issue. 
Another perforation appeared in 
1946, approximately 11x9, the hori- 
zontal perforation being the small 
size hole, but the vertical perfora- 
tions are rather large holes. The one 
cent appeared perforated 11x11, with
